[  Let's  Work  Together 

One  of  the  major  complaints  heard  from  the  students  here 
at  NWMSC  concerns  the  poor  college-town  relationship  that 
exists.  And  the  complaint  is  always  voiced  with  the  attitude 
that  it  is  the  town’s  fault.  Could  it  be  that  the  students  have  a 
part  in  setting  up  barriers  to  a  better  relationship? 

We  think  the  answer  is  yes.  The  students  do  not,  however, 
consciously  go  about  disrupting  the  cooperation  between  col¬ 
lege  and  town,  but  neither  do  the  students  consciously  set  forth 
with  the  idea  of  convincing  the  town  ^  that  we  arc  interested  in 
it.  We,  the  students,  must  set  up  a  positive  means  of  convinc¬ 
ing  the  Mai^villians  that  we  are  interested. 

The  opportunity  is  available  for  such  an  undertaking.  It 
takes  the  form  of  the  Nodaway  County  Park.  The  proposed 
park  will  consist  of  400  acres  totally,  and  include  a  77-acre 
lake  and  a  40-acre  park  and  picnic  area.  It  will  be  availabe  to 
EVERYONE,  and  located  5  miles  north  on  highway  27.  And  the 
best  part  is  that  it  will  be  absolutely  FREE-  The  only  problem 
is  that  age-old  problem,  money. 

Maryville  is  assigned  with  the  duty  of  raising  $12,500  for 
the  project.  The  committee  assigned  with  the  task  has  started 
on  tile  work,  and  in  their  discussions  the  possibility  of  college 
student  interest  entered.  Logically,  they  decided  that  since  the 
college  students  would  receive  a  great  deal  of  benefit  from  the 
lake  and  recreation  facilities,  they  might  be  interested  in  con¬ 
tributing  a  little  money  to  the  campaign. 

We  at  the  MISSOURIAN  feel  the  students  should  be  and 
are  interested  in  sych  a  project.  Interested  enough  to  contrib¬ 
ute,  no  matter  how  small  the  amount  might  be,  to  the  fund 
raising  campaign  which  is  to  be  started.  We  feel  that  this  is 
our  opportunity  to  show  Maryville  that  we  are  interested  in 
a  better  relationship. 

So,  let’s  get  behind  this  campaign  for  a  better  outdoor  rec¬ 
reational  facilities.  Give  to  the  Nodaway  County  Park  project. 
Collection  facilities  will  be,  available  throughout  the  campus. 

Think  about  it.  Wouldn’t  a  nice  grassy  place  with  good  fa- 
ciiities  be  better  than  the  muddy  banks  of  the  102  river?

Political  Views  Debated? 

In  closing  the  year  out,  the  Missourian  thouglit  students 
would  appreciate  a  review  and  summary  of  NWMSC’s,  “De¬ 
bate  of  the  Year.’’ 

“Now,  let’s  look  at  the  figures.  .  , 

“I  think  your  figures  are  phony-’’ 

Thus  the  Young  Democrats,  Mr.  Floyd  Barrows  and  Ted 
Jamison,  and  the  Young  Republicans,  Dr.  Berndt  Angman  and 
Gary  Rickman,  launched  into  a  spirited  debate  on  the  issues 
of  party  politics.  Dr.  George  Gayler  was  moderator  for  the  de¬ 
bate  which  attracted  an  overflow  audience  of  175  into  the  Union 
lounge. 

Showing  a  command  of  historical  precedent  and  a  facility 
for  quoting  statistics,  Mr.  Barrows  attacked  the  conservatism 
of  the  Republicans.  Citing  the  need  for  federal  legislation  in 
the  area  of  general  welfare,  he  charged  the  Republicans  with 
holding  back  the  progress  of  the  country. 

Dr.  Angman’s  argument  centered  on  the  Republican  phi¬ 
losophy  of  progress  at  a  slow,  steady  pace.  The  Democrats,  he 
said,  were  financially  irresponsible,  devaluing  the  dollar  by 
their  reckless  spending. 

The  Democrat’s  argument  was  based  on  a  barrage  of  facts, 
figures,  and  quotes,  which,  while  impressive,  deafened  some 
overburdened  ears  to  their  message.  The  emotional  story  of 
a  “poor  old  lady,  overwhelmed  by  medical  expenses’’  seemed 
a  bit  below  the  level  of  the  academic  discussion.  Considered 
as  a  whole,  the  Democrat’s  comments  dealt  rather  completely 
with  the  issues  and  scored  some  telling  blows  for  the  present 
administration. 

Somewhat  theoretical,  often  numerous,  the  Angman-Rick- 
man  position  was  for  the  most  part  a  defensive  manuever. 
Perhaps  the  weakest  part  of  their  argument  was  their  liberal 
view  which  caused  them  to  concede  several  points  to  the  admit- 
edly  liberal  Democrats.  Too  much  attention  to  the  theory  of 
what  should  happen  and  not  enough  facing  what  is  actually 
happening  also  worked  to  the  Republican’s  disfavor.  The  op¬ 
position  did  make  its  point  for  coolness  and  calmness  when 
dealing  with  the  affairs  of  a  nation.
